BAR HARBOR, Me., Sept. 24.—Gen. 
Thomas H. Hubbard, president of the 
Peary Arctic Club, who talked at Ban- 
gor with Commander Robert E. Peary, 
has returned here with some of the data 
and revords which are to be used to 
maintain the position of the explorer in 
the Cook controversy. ° 

These records will be carefully con- 
sidered within the next few days, and 
Gen. Hubbard and Commander Peary 
will confer here either next Sunday or 
Monday. This consultation may result 
in an announcement making public in- 
formation in the possession of Com- 
mander Peary concerning Dr. Cook. 


COOK DID NOT CONCEAL HIS 
PLAN TO SEEK NORTH POLE 


While Dr. Cook, as he has said, did 
not announce his departure for the Arc- 
tic region, more than two years ago, 
with a blare of trumpets, he did not 
make a secret, either, on his departure 
or later, of his purpose to reach the 
North Pole if he could. 

A letter. written to Anthony Fiala by 
Cook March 17, 1908, less than five 
weeks before his attainment of the pole, 
sent back by Eskimos and received oy 
Fiala Oct. 13, 198, was published: at 
that time in the Post-Dispatch, with the 
accompanying statement that Fiala be- 
lieved Cook had reached the pole and 
was on his way home. Letters from 
Cook to his wife were published some 
time. before this, following a report 
that Cook was dead. 

That Cook’s purpose was announced. 
if not at tie time of sailing from 
Gloucester, at least before he got to 
Greenland, is shown by the files of a 
New York religious paper, the Christian 
Work and .Jvangelist. It, in October, 
1907, told of a letter from Cook té H. 
L. Bridgman, secretary of the Peary | 
Arctic Club. In this letter, dated Etah, 
Aug. 26, 1907, Cook wrote: I have hit up- 
on @ new route to the North Pole, and 
will stay. to try it.”*He then outlined 
the route which he later followed.

Frazee, in his affidavit, says Smith as- 
sumed a dictatorial, threatening atti- 
tude and wnen he protested against the 
Chief’s talk the Chief seized him by the 
back of the neck and said, “You get 
out of my office,”” at the same time 
throwing him to the head of the stairs. 
Frazee says he saved himself from fall- 
ing downstairs only by seizing the ban- 
ister. He said he told Chief Smith he 





would report him to the Board and the 
Chief told him he didn’t care—to do as 
he pleased. 

Assistant Chief of Detectives John Mc- 
Carthy told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he was present when Frazee called 
and that Frazee was the aggressor.

If the prohibition initiative petitions 
bear the signatures of five per cent of 
the legal voters ef 11 congressional dis- 
tricts, the Secretary of State will be 
cempelled under the law to place the 
proposed cozistitutional amendment on 
the ballot. 

“Petitions will be circulated,”’ said 
Judge Heffernan, ‘in all the congres- 
sional districts of the State. The circu- 
lator must ascertein- whether or not 
each man to whom he offers the peti- 
tion is a legal veter and at the end 
must make an affidavit that he saw 
each man sign his own name and that 
he believes him to be a legal voter of 
the congressional district wherein the 
signature was obtained. 

“Of 715,000 voteg cast at the last elec- 
tion, 490,000 were cast outside the large 
cities. There is considerable prohibi- 
tion sentiment in the cities, but in the 
country it is very much stronger.” 


“DRY” CONQUESTS LOWER PAY 
OF ALTON’S GLASSBLOWERS 


Agree With Manufacturers to Wor- 
ry Along on £8 a Day 
Instead of $10, 


Fires were started in the factories of 
the Illindis Glass Co. at Alton Friday in 
consequence of a wage agreement ar- 
rived at Thursday at Pittsburg in a 
conference between manufacturers and 
officers of the Glassblowers’ Union. 
On account of the spread of prohibi- 
tion, especially in the South, decreasing 
the demand for beer bottles, the glass- 
blewers agreed to accept a reduction of 
20 per cent in their wages. 

At a conference held in July at At- 
lantic City the manufacturers asked for 
a reduction of 560 per cent, claiming 
that the injury done by prohibition to 
the industry made that much of a de- 
crease necessary. Thé officers of the 
union made a counter proposition fér 
a 2 per cent reduction No agreement 
was reached at that time, but one was 
reached at the Pittsburg conference. 
The wages of glass blowers last’ year 
were from $8 te $10 a day. This year 
they will have to get along with from 
$6 te $8 a day. 

The reduction applies net only to 
the blowers of beer bottles but to the 
makers of soda pop, brandy, mineral 
water and catsup bottles.

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DOCTOR EXPECTS 'S HOSPITALS 
TO QUIT USE OF MEDICINES 


Physician Declares “Other Methods 
of Treatment Are Becom- | 
ing General. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. —Striking il- 
lustrations of the rapid decline in the 
use of drugs in the various hospitals of 
the country featured today’s session of 
the eleventh annual conference of the 
American Hospital Association here. 
They were shown in the report present- 
ed by Dr. R. R. Ross, superintendent of 
the Buffalo General Hospital. 

“It is difficult to predict what the fu- 
ture of medicine in a hospital is going 
to be,” said Dr. Ross. ‘“‘Undoubtedly 
drugs will continue to be used, but 
other agencies or some agency still un- 
known to us will have a place. 

“There will perhaps be doctors to 
preach and pray, doctors to prescribe 
the correct methods for the use of the 
mind, specialists on fresh air and exer- 
cise and doctors to prescribe drugs and 
operate.

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THE DRAMA OF THE POLE. 
In the contest between Cook and Peary to reach 
‘the lee and in the subsequent contest to make 
cement of the discovery to the world are 
all the elements of a drama in which rivalry, hate, 
grief, revenge and triumph find their appropriate 


: places. Events worked themselves into dramatic 


form and proceeded from exposition through 


as if the guidirg hand of a dramatist had ar- 


| range( the sequences and controlled the puppet 


actors according t the fixed rujes of surprise, sus- 
of interest and culminating triumph and 
disappointment. 

In one aspect of the drama Cook plays the 
heavy role of villain to Peary’s lead of hero and 
we have the impeding force victorious at the com- 
pletion of a true tragedy in which honest en- 
deavor loses the wreath of triumph. In another 
aspect the .roles are reversed and Cook is the 
hero, triumphant in the end, with Peary, the dis- 
comfited and foiled villain gnashing his teeth as 
he stalks into the wings, that is, the seclusion of 
his Maine home. 

The beginning of the drama is the preparation 
for the great effort in which failuro has been uni- 
versal, Events are not yct co-ordinated. Inde- 
pendent forces are in operation but they are 
wholly unrelated. The common goal has never 
been attained. The chances are those of a forlorn 
hope. No one so engaged need take account of a 
rival effort. 

The second act is naturally the dash for the 
pole, and the first stages of the return. The cov- 
eted point was reached by both but at different 
times and by widely different routes. The lines 
of the drama begin to converge as the explorers 
near their starting points. They cor:e nearer to- 
gether in time, t6o. Cook finds traces of Peary. 
Peary hears rumor; of Cook. A rivalry, forbidden 
by the hopelessness of the quest before success, 
begins to develop. Both begin to realize that the 
great glory will be his who first gets the news of 
his achievement to the world. 

It must be admitted that there is a gap here for 
imagination to fill. Cook, alive to Peary’s ways 
and nursing some personal grievances left over 
from the time of their early association, is bent 
not only on winning for himself but depriving 
Peary of his glory. He xnows that Peary would 
strain every nerve to discredit him. But whether 
he khew it or not and whatever his motives, he 
carefully covered his tracks. Meeting Whitney 
who, he knew, would meet Peary, he swore him 
to secrecy. He tutored his Eskimos. He exacted 
a pledge from Peary’s cook. He kept from Murphy 
knowledge df his success. Peary, hearing the 
rumors remains skeptical and the third act opens 
with the Hans Egede, Cook on board, doing three 
knots beyond her accustomed speed toward the 
Shetland Islands and the telegraph, while the 
slow. Roosevelt steers a snail’s pace down the 
coast of Labrador. Cook’s message is flashed to 
an eager ‘world. Peary’s comes on laggard waves. 
‘It grim Fate had hated the toiling and persist- 
ent Peary with demoniac fervor, it could not have 
arranged events the better to his discomfiture. If 
the deliberate and far-sighted Cook had planned 
a devilish revenge for rea. or fancied wrongs, 
now was his time of gloat and triumph. The in- 
formation that clicked into the wireless station 
was the tale of Peary’s disappointment. Would he 
accept it? It was he who had subjugated the grim 
North. The rumors from the Greenland ice were 
magnified into eloquent facts. Cook’s designed de- 
ception of Peary did more than throw him off the 
scent; it convinced him that Cook had failed and 
lied. And Peary sent that message to the world. 
Cook—the subtle-minded and far-sighted, who 
covered his tracks and ran his race to well-earned 
victory—was the hero of two hemispheres. 

What a conplex conflict is this, with its trag- 
edy and comedy, its triumph and its defeat! It 
is a drama of life with defeat made real by com- 
parison, We accept it in all its conclusions but 
we are privileged to regret that human grief and 
disappointment blinded one hero and transformed 
him until, in the contemplation of the vast audi- 
ence, he js the villain in the case. Otherwise how 
gladly would the audience welcome both as heroes 
and double, not divide, the panore and the ap- 
plause! |

Price of Foodstuffs. Pi 
To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Taft, in his speech at Winona, Minn., ag re- 
ported by the Chicago Daily Socialist, showed very 
clearly that the increased cost of living was due to 
nothing but ‘changed conditions of modern business.” 
He stated very emphatically, and he is in position to 
know, that the tariff has nothing whatever to do 
with the matter, for foodstuffs all over the world 
have advanced out: of all proportion to everything 
else not controlled by a monopoly. The President 
called attention to the fact that in countries with 
free trade, as well as those with a high tariff, the 
prices of the necessaries of life were going higher ail 
the time. As an authority, then, We can afford to 
take his word for it that it is the “changed condition 
of modern business’’ which causes this startling fact 
of modern life. 

In trying to explain the “changed conditions,” he 
tells us that there is a ‘“‘scercity’’ of supply insuf- 
ficient to meet the increased demand, etc. He further 
Says that we are the largest exporters of commedi- 
ties in the world. These two facts 4re tremendously 
significant. and should be taken together. By his 
own words we are compelled to convict the President 
of being an incapable explainer of modern social phe- 
nomena, for his “explanations” do not explain. 

In this great country of ours there have been mil- 
lions of people unemployed for the past two years, 
through no fault of their owf. If there is a ‘‘scarcity 
of goods” and we are so industrially proficient that 
we lead the world im exports, then why not in 
Heaven's name put some of these millions of unem- 
ployed workers to werk meeting the demand? With 
our modern machinery properly managed it would 
be a very simple matter to produce al) that the peo- 
ple needed at a cost within every man’s reach, The 
only thing that prevents this desirable condition at 
present is that we produce for profit and not for use. 
If it doesn’t pay to get out more stuff, the mills 
are shut down until the “scarcity’’ develops,, by 
which restrictive means the price is controlled to in- 
crease dividends. ‘‘Monopoly’’ is the “nigger in the 
woodplile”’ in this high-cost-of-living question and the 
people may depend on it that the traffic will be load- 
ed with all that it will bear, until they change it 
themselves and establish an economic system founded 
on justice instead of profit.

First Aid in Street Accidents. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is well known that in our large cities many phy- 
sicians are in the habit of ignoring the gathering of 
excited individuals on the street corners, which tells 
of the presence of some accident or sudden illness, 
with about the same degree of assiduity that a debt- 
or might display in overlooking the presence of some 
passing creditors. The explanation which one often 
hears for the assumption of this attitude sounds rea- 
sonable enough on the face of it: “I have no in- 
struments, no medicine with me, and if I had them 1 
should probably not have time to make use of tnem. 
The ambulance will be here in a few minutes and the 
patient will be taken to the hospital, which is surely 
the best place for him. By pushing tn I shall be able 
to accomplish nothing and shall just add one to the 
crowd, which is already too large.” And so the pa- 
tient is left to the tender mercies of innumerable 
would-be Good Samaritans, who, in lieu of oi] and 
wine, administer generous doses of whisky, soak the 
patient with water, and very enthusiastically order 
each other about. 

While the physician’s conjecture | as to the proba- 
bility of being of any material assistance ts un- 
doubtedly true in the majority of instances, it occa- 
sidnally happens that prompt action might be the 
means of saving life. An improvised tourniquet or 
digital pressure intelligently applied in case of & 
dangerous hemorrhage, or the immediate application 
of artificial respiration to a victim of electfic shock 
ot drowning might be the occasion of saving a lifé 
which would be sacrificed\if no treatment were in- 
stituted until the arrival of the ambulance. An in- 
terval of ten to twenty minutes not infrequently oc 
curs before it ig possible for an ambulance to reach 
the scene of the accident. It is, therefore, the duty 
of physicians to at least ascertain what the trouble 
is and whether their services are required. 

If life is‘not threatened, the physician con often 
do much to render the patient more comfortable 
until further assistance arrives.

A WOMAN SCIENTIST. 

From Cassier’s Magazine. 

Modern science has been enriched by 
the discoveries of Mrs. Ayrton, whose 
work in its bearings upon electrical 
ncience has been so highly appraised in 
scientific circles: Mrs. Ayrton’s repu- 
tation is notable in the fact that she is 
the only woman member of the Institu- 
tion of Electrical Engineers, a society 
numbering over 6000 men. It is. some- 
what curious to read that, when in 1902 
the gifted: scientist was formally nomi- 
nated for the fellowship of the Royal So- 
ciety, the council found that it had no 
iegal power to elect a married woman 
to this distinction. It was decided, how- 
ever, a few years later, in recognition 
of her experimental Investigations on 
the electric arc, and also on sand-ripples, 
to present her with a medal, the first 
time that the society has ever selected 
a woman since its commencement of 
presenting medals in 1731.

But in spite ef that, 
Dr. Prescott’s gout got no better and 
he returned to Sayville the other day 
convinced that as long as he had got to 
have the troubles of his pasterate he 
might as well have the social joys. 

It was three days ago that he discev- 
ered the bucksaw by accident. He 
wanted a pine tree removed frem the 
rectory yard se that mere sunlight 
could reach his aching feot when he 
put it up on the arm chair on the ve- 
randa. While thinking about it he hob- 
bled inte the weodshed and there saw 
the bucksaw. 

Threatens Shade Trees. 

Then he had an inspiratien. Seizing 
an ax he tackled the tree himself. Fin- 
ally getting the tree down, he started 
te saw it up fer firewoed. That night 
he slept the sleep he used to know be- 
fore he knew how to dine. That jeb 
finished, he tackled another tree that 
threatened to fall. The devils were cast 
out. 

Today Dr. Prescott went forth into 
the streets of the village, taking the 
saw with him. Whenever a surprised 
tarishioner commented on the agility 
with which he walked, the rector point- 
ed te the saw and teld of the cure. 
The trustees of the church are de- 
lighted about the improvement in Dr. 
Prescett’s condition, but are worried 
about the shade trees on the church 
lawn. It may be necessary either for 
the rich parishioners te substitute some 
foie gras 


or for the church te purchase o piece of 
timber land near the village. |
